The clauses and conditions of 
the contract are as interesting as 
the idea of the contract itself. 
The contract includes a four-part 
breakdown based upon a standard 
computation of 100 per cent. The 
breakdown is as follows: recruit- 
ment, 35 per cent; finances, 25 
per cent; Daily and Sunday 
Worker, 25 per cent; and the 
election campaign, 15 per cent. 

There are three further break 
downs under the head of recruit- 
ing: the number of new members 
recruited during September and 
October, 18 per cent; the increase 
of dues payment over the previous 
8-month average, 10 per cent; the 
ratio of recruitment to the num- 
ber attending new members’ class- 
es for September, October and 
November, 10 per cent. 


ASSIGN QUOTAS 

That part of the contract deal- 
ing; with finances specifies that 
no consideration will be given to 
loans made by comrades of their 
orgenization if these loans are 
stilll outstanding as of Dec. 1, 
1937. The Harlem Division's quota 
is $10,000, and that of Bronx 
County is $35,000. 

Similarly, that part of the con- 
tract covering the Daily and Sun- 
day Worker is divided into two 
sections. The percentages will be 
computed for the Daily Worker on 
an increase of average circulation 
over the previous week's circula- 
tion for the week ending Aug. 26.

Of a Time

Ebom WINDSOR, the ex-King of England, is coming 

to America with his blushing bride to study the new 
housing. We have had lots of talk but no new housing, 
but what of it? Eddie has just been studying labor con-

This question must finally be answered by history. The real motives 
of Baldwin and his crowd will also have to be aired some day. This 
other group of British imperialists are certainly not as moral as they 
pretended to be in the abdication. Perhaps they thought the time 
was unripe for a fascist putech, and dreaded a Nazi-cortrolied ward 
in the palace, No, it wasn’t sex that licked Eddie, but politics. 

This may all be speculation, yet if Mr. Windsor had wished to 
kil? off these suspicions, he certainly shouldn't have visited Fascist 
Italy and Nazi Germany, to heil and be heiled. He is not a private 
figure, but a political symbol. His visits have only deepened the sus- 
picion with which he has been regarded by all anti-fascists. 

Poor little Eddie! One could almost invent a sad, sad movie around 


life in the night clubs, frisky and carefree as a Harvard beachcomber 
with a fabulous check account. But the woman works on his finer 
nature, and rouses his ambition. She intérests him in politics. He 
had always expected to be a routine King, but she makes him want 
to be a great Fuerher of his people. 

In the second reel she introduces him to 
her Nazi friends. They also go to work on his “finer nature.” He be- 
gins to drink less and to read the good books they loan him. Then 
becomes King. At once a whole army of Nati spies, agitators, bull- 
dozers and slick finaglers descend on London. 

End of second reel. Third reel. Eddie is a little bewildered by it 
all. Is being criticized by the conservative English Tories. Longs for 
the pastoral peace of the night clubs. Is also really in love with the 
lady. Wants to marry her. even, and settle down, and forget politics.

Poor-Is Death

AST YEAR, a father, fearful of its effect on his small 
child, told me he would not take home a picture of the 
pitiful shattered bodies of Madrid babies, murdered by 
fascist bombs. 

I can understand that. But the cruelty of fascism, 
of capitalist murder of countless innocents, must be 
brought home to fathers and mothers, whether the pic- 
tures are or not. Only if. people understand fascism, 
will they fight it. 5 


That picture, the one of a dark and curly-haired 
girlie, tofn and bleeding, with childish eyes closed in death and on 
her tiny breast “Number 92,” still haunts me. But equally does the 
memory of another darling baby girl now sleeping under California's 
sky who, though not bombed, was no less murdered by capitalism 
through the medical “attention” given to the poor. 

The ghastly crimes of capitalism against our working class children 
are buried in every cemetery and in obscure corners of capitalist news- 
papers. 

Last Thursday, two similar tragedies crept into the capitalist 
papers—some of them. 

Entering several cemeteries around San Francisco, one story ran, 
@ young father and mother — not well dressed, in an old car and seem- 
ing grief stricken“ —pleaded to be allowed—"“to dig a Frave with their 
own hands to‘bury their dead baby boy, whose body they carried.” 

Getting a refusal, because even death must pay a profit under 
capitalist regulations requiring embalming, buying a grave, and even 
a sales tax on a baby’s coffin, the bereaved young couple drove every- 
where vainly.. No one knows what became of them. 

A mere speck of humanity, that baby, the unimportant offspring, 
no doubt, of humble parents, flotsam cast tip by the cruel waves of 
depression or “the dust bowl.“ trying to live by labor in a world where 
a laborer is regarded but a shade removed from a criminal, but where 
those whose swollen fortune is fattened on crimes against children, 
live without labor. . 

Returning to the same paper, another page tells how, right here 
in New York, Larry Roebuck, 27, father of five kids, one just dead, 
came tearfully to a police station to beg for help. He, his wife and 
four children were starving. 

Not long ago, Larry was a WPA worker, trying to stretch penny- 
pinching WPA wages over a family of seven. The youngest, a tiny 
baby, couldn't stand the stretching What Swinburne “The 
sweetest flowers im all the world, a baby’s hands,” with died 
without the milk and orange juice WPA wages would not allow. 

Efficiency of the Somervell kind demanded that dying babies be 
ignored. Because Larry remained away from his job to sob over his 
dying baby in its last pitiful hours, the WPA fired him. And the 
ERB “investigated” so long that the family was starving. 

These are the refinements of the murder by capitalism of the babies 
of the poor. In Peiping, China, an American son of rich parents is 
attacked by paralysis, and has $250,000 spent on his gafe return home 
in an iron lung. “A triumph of science!” choruses the capitalist press, 
while in every city of America grief-stricken parents sob over babies 
who die because father and mother had no money. The babies who 
live are but little luckier. . 

“Bent o’er her babe, her eye dissolved in dew, 
“The big drops mingling with the milk it drew 
“Gave the sad presage of its future years,— 
“The child of misery, baptized in tears.” 

So wrote John Langhorne of a babe whose father was killed in 
war. And that fate was sad enough. But that was before -fascism 
brought war directly to babies, strangling them with burning poison 
gas and splitting thein/féender bodies with high explosives. Direct or 
indirect, murder remains, murder. Workers suffer and endure much.
